Hut Japan proper contains .'3,- 
:'.■>•!, 2 !>.', making hei hfth in impu- 
iritlon anions' tliu world's nations - 
following China, Russia, the United 
Btataa and Oormaay, la order, Tho 
ioaa|«y to ovaa grsatar t^n In Hol- 
land or Bngland. And particularly 
interesting Is the statement of tiio 
Census Iture.iu tliat the males ure 
In eieess - - 1 1)2. 1 4 for every 100 tu- 
males. That, of course, Is contrary 
o the general rule except In colo- 
ales, territory whoro tha atago of 
plonoar dorotopoaoat haa not baan 
complatad, or la 'aotpo of our ^oai- 
■rn States. 

With Japan growing at a rate ap- 
liarently more rapid than any other 
•oiiMlry ev.^ept the t'nitcd States, 
onsldering also the limited terrtto- 
y for sustainteg hor paople, no oth- 
er ezplaSiatlon to naesaaary to a»- 
count for the tendency of the Japa- 
nese to enii.^rate. That tendency is 
of some concern to the United 
statis, and to all the common- 
wealths or colonics in the I'aclflc. 

At bottom, the great war may bo 
'raced to a similar condition aa a 
first eanae, Tho oraans havo beau 
crowded, at home. There has never 
lieen any obstacle to their going 
els.-wliere. of course- tlie whole 
world has been open to them, ami all 
countries I'.ave made them welcome. 
^'■t:t their imperial rulers were not 
satlsOod with thto. They wnntod 
very orman * andar tha armnn 
tiog. tt thsro wma no room within 
the boundaries of the German Em- 
pire, room must be found elsewhere, 
some "place In the sun." The war 
has even raised a hope that tho 
!iomo boundaries may be extended 
by oTor*rnnnlng nelghholng tttrrl- 
tory. 

The Japanese, ks yet, have ex- 
pressed no such policy. The Oov- 
ernment loses no opportunity trj^ae- 
qulre outlying territory but, g«ier- 
ally speaking, all it asks is that the 
doom of other nations be not closed 
to ita anbjaeta who sook to Improvo- 
thair oppartauMtlaa by emigi||^on. 
tlon, notnhly on our Pacific ^kat. 
tlon, n"**'>Iy "!> ""r Pacific Coaat. 
And with a growing poputotlon the 
natural desire ia bOWld tO boeoata 
more insistent.

They 
have gained ground (o a depth of 
three to (ivc niilis over a front of 
about eighteen miles, but nowhere 
have beeit able to break through.
